THE CiTY WiLL NOT PROSECUTE.

There Are 1,800 Policemen, Fifteen Judges
and a District Attorney Who Are Paid to

Enforce the Law, but They Allow Cor¬
porations to Do as They Pleas6.

There Is a law, or ordinance, which for¬
bids trolley railroad companies of Brook¬
lyn carrying over 50 per cent more

passengers than they can seat. There are

1,800 policemen, fifteen judges and a Dis¬
trict-Attorney to enforce the ordinance.
The trolley magnates, however, pay no

tnore attention to the ordinance than if It
were a resolution adopted by a barroom
campaign club. They act as if they were

above and beyond law or courts. They
run their cars when they please, how they
pk jje and where they please.
The public were assured, however, after

a trolley car had killed two persons and
vanded twenty, that overcrowding would

I w not be permitted any more. The Journal
told its readers Monday morning how Pres¬
ident Johnson's promise was carried out
the day before.cars were crowded worse
than ever, and the police looked on list¬
lessly, as If afraid to Interfere with a

railroad company which openly violated
I the law in their presence.

The thing was repeated Monday, and the
Mice did not interfere.

It Was Expected That Mayor Wurster and

His Cabinet Would Fill the Four
Places Yesterday.

Something like one hundred Brooklyn Re¬
publicans and one Democrat have applied
for appointments as Poiice Justices. Four
are to be appointed to succeed justices John
J. Walsh, James G. Tighe, Adolph H. Goet-
tlng and Daniel G. Harriman, whose terms
¦will expire next April. Justice Harriman is
a Republican.
The appointments are to be made by the

Mayor, Comptroller and City Auditor. They
were to have been made yesterday, but the
deals were not consummated. The appoint¬
ing board met yesterday and reappointed
Justices Charles Teale and Andrew, as
there was some dOubt about the formality
of their appointments a year ago.

Mayor Wurster has announced his pur¬

pose to appoint William Kramer; Comp¬
troller Palmer's choice is Louis R. Worth,
son of the Republican boss, Jacob Worth,
and if City Auditor Sutton does not change
his mind over night he will select Assessor
Henry Brlstow.
Jacob Brenner, counsel for the Police De¬

partment, expects the fourth place. Ex-
Justice Richard Lalmbeer is said to be Mr.
Brenner's rival. Mr. Laimbeer was on the
Bench a year and made an deal Judge*He is backed by Congressman Hurley and
other South Brooklyn men.

GLEASON DIDN'T SETTLE.

The Strikers On the Water Works Decide,
However, to Give Him Another Day.

Out of the two hundred-and-odd strikers
who on Monday night quit work on the
extension of the mains of the Woodside
Water Company, which is said to be the
property of Mayor Gleason, of Long Island
City, only one reported for work yesterday.
His name Is James Murphy. None of his
fellow-workmen, however, Interfered with
him
The strikers assembled at the mains early

In the morning and inquired If any news
had been received from Mayor Gleason in
regard to his promised adjustment of the
difficulty. Hugh McElarney, the Mayor'sformer stable boy, who is officiating as
timekeeper, had no satisfactory news to
Impart to the strikers.
A meeting was then held in Paul Geyer's

hall, on Jackson avenue, near the boundary
line. Charles McLaughlin was chairman.
One of the strikers stated that Civi' En¬
gineer Patrick Leahy promised to pay the
men $2 a day as soon as they rearaed the
city limits with the work. "We have been
working over twelve hours a day for sev¬
eral weeks, including Sundays.' said the
speaker, "and all we received so far for
overtime and all is $1.80 per /lay. Now we
want $2 per day."
After several of the strikers had coun¬

selled moderation it was resolved to give
Mayor Gleason anothe: day in which to
settle the difficulty. ,

CORKEY LEE. A PRISONER.

Long Island City's Dog Catcher Fined $10 for
CUbbing a Horse.

Richard, otherwise known as "Corkey,"
Lee, the oftlcial dog catcher of Long Isl¬
and City, .'as a prisoner in the East Ave¬
nue P.lice Court yesterday, charged with
cruelty to «nimals. The complainant was
William Dusing, the local agent of the So¬
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to
Animals.
Lee, it appears, hired a horse and wagon

from Daniel Sheehan, of Jackson avenue,
whenever he went in search of dogs. The
horse was somewhat balky, and Lee tried
to remedy this defect a few days ago by
clubbing the animal with a blackjack. Sev¬
eral witnesses testified against "Corkey,"
who protested his innocence of the charge.
Justice Duffy imposed a fine of $10 upon
him. whereupon tne dog catcher remarked:
"I'll get hunk with every one who testi¬
fied against me."

BRYAN INDORSED IN QUEENS.

Democratic Central Committee and the Com¬
mittee for Newtown Stand by the Ticket.
The Democratic Central Committee of

Queens County met in Jamaica, L. I., yes¬
terday afternoon, with County plerk John
H. Sutphin, who is the Queens County
member of the Democratic State Commit¬
tee, in the chair. Resolutions indorsing the
nominations made by the National Conven¬
tion at Chicago were offered, and after
some discussion, adopted. The sentiment
of the individual members of the committee
was entirely in favor of Bryan and Sewall,
but not all of them favored the absolute
indorsement of the platform.
The Democratic Committee of the town of

Newtown met op Monday night, an un¬
usually large number of members being
present. Resolutions indorsing the Demo¬
cratic nominees for President and Vice-
President were adopted with but two dis¬
senting votes.

SEEKING WILSON'S RELEASE.

The Alleged Burglar's Counsel Claims the
Appellate Court Error.

Justice Osborne, of the Supreme Court,
Brooklyn, was petitioned yesterday for a

certificate of reasonable doubt on behalf of
Harry Wilson, who was convicted of bur¬
glary In New York last March.
Wilson was, as alleged, one of the men

who stole $10,000 worth of/diamonds from
Mrs. Frances Barnes's residence, No. 239
Central Park West, last December. He was
convicted and the conviction was approved
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme
Court.
Sumner B. Stiles, who appeared for Wil¬

son, said the Appellate Court erred when it
held that one of the diamonds found in a
drawer in Wilson's room was stolen by him.
Others had access to the drawer. Decision
was reserved. *

Motorman Knocked Him Out.
Charles Harrigan, a truck driver, Is at his

home. No. 284 Humboldt street, suffering
from fractured ribs, alleged to have been
inflicted by William CT Colderwood, a
motorman on the Grand street and Newtown
line of trolley cars, on Monday evening on
Grand street, Williamsburg. Colderwood
was arrested yesterday morning at his home
in Newtown, and in the Ewen Street Po¬
lice Court was held for trial by Justice
Lemon on a charge of assault in the second
degree. Harrigan, it is alleged, refused to
leave the track in front or the trolley, and
the men fought in the street. Colderwood
used a switch bar and knocked out his op¬
ponent, who was afterward taken home by
friends. Colderwood insists that he acted
in self-defence.

Pa-raders Will Ride Camels.
An nnusnal parade will take place to-night

from West Brighton, Coney Island, up the
Ocean Parkway to Cycle Villa, a new road
house which will be opened by Harry Mc¬
Dowell, the actor and baritone singer. Sev¬
eral sporting men and actors, friends of Mc¬
Dowell, have chartered fourteen camels
from Victor Rodlte, manager of the Streets
of Cairo, and will rjde them to the proposed
scene of festivity.

Brya.il Indorsed in Brooklyn.
At the regular semi-monthly meeting of

the Horatio Seymour Club, the largest
and most Influential Democratic Club in
the Twenty-eighth Ward of Brooklyn, held
on Monday evening, at Cooper Hail, the
nominees of the Chicago -Convention were
indorsed amid much enthusiasm.

WILL INVESTIGATE
LASSEN'S DEATH.

It Is Claimed the Dying Trooper
Was Neglected at the

State Camp.
When Stricken He Lay in a Tent

Half an Hour Without Medi¬
cal Treatment

SENT HOME WHEN HOPE WAS GONE.

His Mother Believes His Life Could Have
Been Saved Had He Received Proper At¬

tention.Buried with Military Hon-
oirs in Greenwood Cemetery.

William H. Lassen, a member of Brook¬
lyn's £rack military organization, Troop C,
was buried with full military honors yes¬
terday afternoon. Hardly had the last
spadeful of sod been thrown upon his grave
before it became known that the young
inan'3 untimely end would probably furnish
the basis for a searching inquiry, which
promises to involve, if not to tarnish, the
names of certain men of high standing in
the National Guard of the Empire State.
Lassen, who was within a few months of

his twenty-second year, was an enthusias¬
tic Guardsman. He was a leading spirit in

Troop C, and had numerous friends in the
Twenty-third Itegiment. It was whiie or¬

derly to Major T«ttamore, the post surgeon
at Peekskill, that Lassen was taken ill the
middle of last week. He was seized with
hemorrhages, and after recovering some¬

what he was overcome by the heat. He
was taken to the restaurant pavilion,
where, it is said, he lay for more than a

half hour waiting for the ambulance corps
to remove him to the hospital tent. Even
after the arrival of the Corps, his treat¬
ment was anything but satisfactory to his
friends.
On Thursday last, Lassen's condition

growing decidedly worse, it was deemed
best to send him home. When this decision
was arrived at the young soldier was so
weak as to cause grave fears ft>r his re¬

covery.
Despite Lassen's sorry condition, he was

sent home in the care of two ordinary pri¬
vates, and when one of his friends asked
that a doctor be sent with him, he was told
that the medical men of the post could not
be spared.
Lassen was in a state of coma when

taken to his home by his comrades. The
family physician and one or two specialists,
together with trained nurses, were at his
bedside. From the outset it was said that
the patient's condition was too far gone to
admit of recovery. Every remedy known
to medical science was applied, but young
Lassen slowly declined, and died Sunday
evening.
The dead man lived with his mother at

No. 356 Carlton avenue, from which place
the funeral was held. The casket, which
lay in the front drawing room, was covered
with floral offerings, gifts from liis com¬
rades in arms and other friends. The mem¬
bers of Troop C were present, and as the
cotfin was lowered into the grave in Green¬
wood cemetery a bugle sounded "taps."
Friends of the stricken mother declare

that her indignation against the officials
at the State camp is without bounds. She
believes that her son's life would have
been spared but for the apparently culpable
negligence of her son's superior officers. She
is still too much prostrated to speak of the
matter, but frlencje who are suppose'd to
reflect her riows say that younir Lassen's
death must and shall be thoroughly investi¬
gated by the State officials. A movement
to this end will be made without dealy.

TO CHECKMATE TROLLEY.

Property Owners Will Try to Save Ashland
Place from the Greedy

Corporation. '

John M. Van Wagner, of No. 42 Ashland
place, Brooklyn, and other persons owning
property on the street, yesterday began a

light to save it from the inroad of the trol¬
ley system.
The Brooklyn City Railroad and its lessee,

the Brooklyn Heights Company, secured
Rockwell place Sunday by what are con¬

sidered devious methods. Yesterday they
started in to gobble up Ashland place, a

quiet, old-fashioned street of comfortable
homes. It runs from De Kalb avenue to
Hanson place. It is just a block above
Rockwell place.
The company intended to run railroad

tracks, trolley poles and wires through
Ashland place.
The moment the property owners heard

of this they retained Lawyer William
Hughes to secure a temporary Injunction
against the companies. The writ was
granted by Justice Osborne and served, on
President Rosslter, of the Brooklyn Heights
system, and Secretary Shenn, of the Brook¬
lyn City Railroad Company. The writ is
returnable next Tuesday.
The petitioners declared that they never

consented to the running of trolley cars
past their doors. They consented to horse
cars, but their consents lapsed long ago
by legal limitation.

FIREMAN DAWSON CONVICTED.

Jury Declared Him Guilty of Abducting
Thirteen-Year-Old Lottie Simpson.

Fireman Nicholas Dawson was tried for
abduction in the County Court, Brooklyn,
yesterday, and convicted. Dawson was un¬

Company No. 31.
The indictment upon which he was tried

accused him of abducting Lottte Simpson,
an attractive girl about thirteen years old,
who lives on Third avenue.
The principal witness was a hotel clerk,

who drove Dawson and the girl out of his
house two weeks ago. He said Dawson
represented the girl first as Mrs. Dawson
and then as his niece.
The jury was out two hours. It declared

Dawson guilty, but recommended mercy
in his case. He was remanded for sen¬
tence. Dawson has a wife and family liv¬
ing in Couover street. He was dismissed
from the Fire Department a few days ago.

A Pet Poodle Goes Mud.
The pet white poodle dog owned by

Richard F. MacChain, of Newkirk avenue,
near Flatbush avenue, Brooklyn, went mad
yesterday and had to be shot. It was val¬
ued at $250.

man for Evans & M6ore, who are building
docks in Wallabout Basin, was killed yes¬
terday afternoon by being hit on the head
by the hammer of a pile driver. Albert
Olsen, twenty-four years old, a laborer, of
No. 98 Ninth street, Brooklyn, was at the
same time hit and is suffering from a frac-
tirre of the skull.
Evans & Moope are Philadelphia con¬

tractors. who are building the new docks
in Wallabout Basin. The pile driver em¬

ployed yesterday had already sunk the pile
under water, and was driving it further by
aid of a short superimposed pile. McDou¬
gall and Olsen were holding this pile in
place. The big hammer, weighing 3,200
pounds, was elevated ready to descend
when the chain holding it slipped from the
cog wheel and it descended, hitting Mc¬
Dougall a glancing blow on the back of his
head. He was killed instantly. Olsen also
received a glancing blow on the side of his
head.
Policeman Kiely was on hand, and sum¬

moned an ambulance. Olsen was removed
to the Homoeopathic Hospital. McDougall's
body was sent home.

DRIVEN OUT BY FLAMES.

The Handsome Home of Mrs. Gilbertson
White, on Prospect Heights, Dam¬

aged to the Extent of $45,000.
Mrs. Gilbertson White's beautiful home

at No. 233 Park place, Brooklyn, was part¬
ly destroyed by fire at daybreak yester¬
day. Flames were discovered on the sec¬

ond floor by a domestic who, luckily for all

concerned, awoke in time to avert a loss

of life.
She aroused Miss Bessie White, who ran

to her mother's room and urged her to flee
for her life. In a few minutes Mrs. White
and her family were on the street. Their
neighbor, Dr. Felix, sent in an alarm and
then rushed into the house for the purpose
of fighting the fire, but he was driven back
by llame and smoke.
The flames raged furiously for an hour.

The beautiful furniture and costly bric-a-
brac, which filled the house, were de¬
stroyed, and several costly paintings were

ruined. The loss is about $45,000. Mrs.
White recently spent $50,000 in decorating
and refurnishing her house, which is one of
the finest on Prospect Heights.
The family was to have gone to the Adl-

rondacks yesterday.

OLD MEN IN A FOOT RACE.

Mr. Vanderveer, Seventy-eight Years Old,
Beats Mr. Walsh, Seventy-seven Years Old.
A novel race took place yesterday between

William A. Vanderveer, proprietor of the

Concourse Hotel, on Surf avenue, and "Pop"
Walsh, well known as a driver of fast

horses, on the Ocean Parkway. Mr. Van¬

derveer is seventy-eight years old and

"Pop" Walsh is one year his Junior. They
have been warm friends for many years.
When the two met yesterday, after a sep¬

aration of several months, the greeting wbb

punctuated with a bottle of wine. They
chatted about old tlilies, when they be¬
longed to the Volunteer Fire Department.
Many reminiscences were told. Finally the
two friends became boastful. Mr. Vander¬
veer still thought he could outrun "Pop"
Walsh, as he had done in days gone by. Mr.
Walsh asserted his ability to outrun Mr.
Vanderveer any distance for a bottle or two.
The challenge was accepted. The
race was made for two laps along the
entire length of the veranda. Dr. Albert
Chambers was appointed sole referee of the
meeting, and started the men, while many
guests applauded wildly. Both were game
and made a very good showing. Mr. Vander¬
veer finished lirst, about three yards In the
lead of Mr. Walsh. They were both badly
winded. When they had rested the wine
wagered was drunk.

DOCTORS SAVED HIS NOSE.

Knocked Out of Shape in an Accident, but Is

DOG AND ALLIGATOR
FIGHT TO THE DEATH.

Pleasure-Seekers Witness a Des¬
perate Battle in the Water

at Coney Island.

'Sailor" Finally Reaches the Sau-
rian's Throat and Puts an

^Eri'd to the Combat.

THE CROWD CHEERS THE VICTOR.

"Cap Lawson," the Alligator, a Victim of Mis¬
fortune from the Time It Leaves Its

Former Home in the Swamps
of Florida.

When "Sailor" finished a sharp, short
and decisive contest without gloves with
"Cap Lawson" at Coney Island yesterday
the latter was dead as any saurian whose
hide ever formed covering for a valise.
"Cap* Lawson" in its brief stay at the isl¬
and demonstrated that It was the most un¬

fortunate alligator ever captured. \ It was

in a railroad smashup while en route from
Its sunny home at the mouth of the San
Bastla River, Florida. It received a num¬

ber of bruises In this wreck.
When it reached Coney Island, Victor

Levitt, to whom It had been sent as a pres¬
ent, looked on It as a white elephant, and
decided to get rid of it as soon as possible.
A happy thought occurred to Mr. Levitt,
and he took the unfortunate creature to
the police station, where, in a speech that
was full of expressions of high regard for
Acting Captain Lawson, presented it to the
genial head of the Coney Island police.
Captain Lawson responded In a speech of
thanks, but indicating between the lines
that he wished that everything did not
come to him who waits.
The 'gator did not look any better than

it apparently felt, and was chained on the
lawn at the station house. It drew large
crowds, and Captain Lawson decided that
in doing this It was violating section 675
of the Penal Code. So the officer thought
it well to get rid of the ungainly creature.
He convinced Captain Paul Boyton that,

he needed an alligator, and then cheerfully
supplied him with the one he had.
Captain Boyton owns a dog named Sailor.

He Is a medium-sized dog, and "Cap Law-
son," as the alligator had been christened,
treated him somewhat contemptuously from
the first. Finally, yesterday. It decided to
chase the dog. Each animal was equally at
home In the water or on land. The dog ran
for a few minutes from the aggressive ani¬
mal. But when the pursuer nipped one of
his hind legs. Sailor turned back and a
fierce fight followed. The dog. stuck his
teeth into the thick hide of the saurian and
tore at its throat. They rolled over and
over In the water, biting and scratching
each other, and leaving a trail of blood.
Finally, with one fierce grab, Sailor tore

a gash just behind "Cap Lawson's" neck
that ended the misfortunes of the animal.
The excited crowd cheered wildly, and
Sailor Is the hero of the hour at the island.

DR. STOLTZ'S RESIGNATION.

The Staff of the Memorial Hospital Hope the

Managers Will Not Accept It.
All the mangers of the Brooklyn Memorial

Hospital are absent from the city. For
this reason nothing has been done with
reference to the resignation of Dr. Rosalie
Stoltz, one of the staff. Dr. Stoltz re¬

signed as a protest against the treatment
of Miss M. E. Black, superintendent of the
nurses. It was alleged that she neglected
her duty and spent considerable time talk¬
ing to Dr. Stoltz in her room.

J. Addison Robb. of Brook¬
lyn; "How We Provided for Paying Matur¬
ing Shares," Gilbert S. Barnes, of Totten-
ville, N. Y. and Edwin B'.

in New York State, with a membership of
about one hundred and fifty thousand and
assets of over $">0,000,000. About thirty-
six out of the 370 can hardly 'be called
building-loan associations, as generally un¬
derstood. These thirty-six are simply cor*
porations organized under the building-loan
association law, but controlled by a few in¬
dividuals, as distinguished from the local
associations, which are co-operative in
character.
